The closest prior art to the present invention is Allenspach et al. (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2001/0019461). Allenspach et al. discloses a magnetic 
storage device having a storage medium, a probe layer (heater) and a magnetic coil. 
Allenspach et al. fails to show or suggest an array of electro-magnetic sensor elements 
that are aligned with the bit locations of an array of bit cells (claims 1-11, 15-1 8), or the 
step of aligning a programming surface of an external writing device over an information 
plane of a memory device to be programmed to achieve a one to one alignment of bit 
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locations of the information plane and field generator elements of the external writing 
device (claims 12, 14).
